Is soiurtimes added (from 1 teaspoon 
lo 1 tablaapooB ta 1 «nart ot water) 
aad to osefal ia maklag tha starch 
peaatrate tha flber. It apparently 
thins the psste bat does not decrease 
Its stiffening property. 

It is impossible to give dPilnile di- 
rections for amounts of cooked starch 
to be iised. because all depends up- 
on the fhbrie aad. tha 'dagree of stiff- 
ness desired.
